Did  he  ever  have  headaches? 

Yes,  a few  times  I had  to  go  pick  up  his  pills  at  the  store. 

Do  you  feel  Jack  felt  worse  (bad)  ®ore  times  than  good? 

Yes.  He  went  to  some  doctor  three  weeks  ago. 

Did  Jack  ever  cry  around  the  Club.
